EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The present invention is directed to a composition comprising a pearlescent 
component comprising bismuth oxychloride-containing pearlescent ingredient 
bonded to a colorant with calcium stearate, wherein said pearlescent component 
matches in shade a natural skin tone benchmark shade, a pigment component that 
also matches in shade said benchmark shade, a cosmetic carrier; wherein said 
pearlescent component and said pigment component form a blend present in an 
amount of 0.01 wt % to 50 wt% based on the total weight of the composition. A 
method of making said composition is also claimed. 

The closest prior art reference, Tan et al. teaches cosmetic composition for topical 
application to skin comprising a first platelet of alumina treated with metal oxide such 
as iron-oxide, a second platelet which can be bismuth oxychloride, wherein the two 
two platelets together which include first platelet and second platelet match the 
natural color of skin. Tan et al. also teaches that other non-interference pigments 
can be added to the cosmetic composition therein. The reference lacks a teaching of 
bismuth oxychloride bonded to a colorant with calcium stearate. The reference also 
lacks a teaching of pigment component that also matches in shade said natural color 
of skin. Chapman et al. discloses cosmetic product which comprises bismuth 
oxychloride to which particles of the finely divided pigment are intimately bound by 
means of a binder such as calcium stearate. Neither, Tan et al. nor Chapman et al. 
teach separate shade matching of pearlescent component comprising a bismuth 
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oxychloride-containing pearlescent ingredient bonded to a colorant with calcium 
stearate, and separate shade matching of a pigment component, and combining 
them. From, the prior art it would not have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill 
in the art at the time of invention to separately shade match a pearlescent 
component comprising a bismuth oxychloride-containing pearlescent ingredient 
bonded to a colorant with calcium stearate to a natural skin tone, and separately 
shade match a pigment component to a natural skin tone benchmark shade prior to 
combining them. Accordingly, the instant composition, and method of preparing the 
composition employing instant ingredients is novel, and allowable over the prior art.
